They 
followed a panther's track from the 
lieaeh. and it led them to a limestone 
bluff. In the face mss an opening which 
they entered, and which extended about 
150 feet, and proved quite a large cham¬ 
ber. At the end wg* a great pile of 
human bones, covered partly with dirt. 
They counted 35 skulls, these ‘being 
seemingly all on top. Roues of all sises. 
•loan to those of small children, were 
found broken. .A very large one waa in* 
tact. This was of a man who must have 
been a giant, for tbe arm and leg bones 
were much larger than the ordinary. T. 
I listed claims there are no native skulls 
anyone the bones. Tbe skulls have a 
large high forehead. The present In¬ 
dians know nothfng of the cave. It Is' 
believed. that there had been a large 
shipwreck, and that natives killed all 
aboard, throwing the remains in this 
cave. There are. many theories on the 
subjert. The big fellow might have 
murdered all the others to keep a treas¬ 
ure for himself, then Indian* afterward* 
killing him and placing his remains with 
the rest. It se in* like Indian mark, the 
head* being off the trunk. It was an 
old-time practice of the native* to cut off 
tbe heads of their enemies.**

Ttmhermea, according to tbe Vancouver 
Province, have bee* taking consolation la 
heller Jag that the embargo on the export of 
logs cot on provincial lands has been inad¬ 
vertently rtmured by sa amendment passed 
during tbe last -session. 

This Is entirely In error, and tie same re¬ 
strict km efeltts now sa formerly. The de¬ 
partment s«f lands tad works potut out that 
this misconception appears to have arisen 
from fhe Idea that (he whole of section 42 
t f the Land Art wa* repealed this ososluu. 
Tbl* Is not the cans. On the -contrary, only 
sub-sect loo 1 of this »er(k>u was repealed. 
There still remains In force* the regulation 
that "all timber cut from provincial lands 
muat be tnanaffectared within the confines 
of the province of British Columbia, other¬ 
wise the timber w rut may be seined and 
forfeited to the crown and (he lease can¬ 
celled.” 

It la farther pointed out that this to 
striction existed ateo In tbe enactment uu- 
dfT which pulp leases were granted.
